Winnipeg. April 30.—William Whyte, 
second vire-nre siticnt of P. K,. re- 

turned last night after an »-xteud«d trip 
over the lines west of Winnipeg. lie 
w:i* nreouipaiii«H| i.y Lieut.-Governor 
McMillan. They urrived by the Moose 
Jaw local, which reached the city short¬ 
ly after 8 o'clock, after a t**ur covering 
in all uleiut three weeks. They 1» ft with 
the fhtkc of 8mhcrl.ind, and instead of 
returning direet t.» Winni|H-g from Van¬ 
couver. took a trip through the Koote¬ 
nay*. 

Mr. Whyte said last night that he wa* 
greatly pleased with his trip. He had 
found that business at the coast and in 
the mountains wa* enjoying a fair meas¬ 
ure of prosperity, and showed every in¬ 
dication of improvement. In the East 
Kootenay* the mine* w• re showSt:g great 

activity, and nt the 8t. Eugcue mine, in 
the silver-lead country, considerable 
work wa* being done. In the West 
Kootenay, or Boundary country] there 
was also great improvement in the cop¬ 
per mines. 8evera!'hew proposition* 
were being opened up and the ore ship¬ 
ment* were considerably heavier than 
during the same piri«d of last year. 

"The only place where 1 noticed any 
^dullness."' said Mr. Whyte, “was in the 
lumber industry, andl this applies t»oth 
to the coast mills and to the nipnotaiu 
! mills. The market is simply overstock¬ 
ed and lumber is so much of a drug on 
I the .market that many of the nii'ls can¬ 
not di*po*cd of their product. Under* 

! stand me, this is not due to any dnllncs* 
i in the country, but can simply Ik blamed 
I to over-production. During the ln*t year 
there have been a great number of 
mills put up. both on the coast and in 
the south. There ha* been a dullness on 
♦he American side, and the American 
mills have been doib^ng their surplus 
produet into Canada at very cheap 
price*, and have fairly well covered the 
market* of Manitoba and the Territor¬ 
ies. Then, again, there* has been a great 
falling off in the export demand. All 
these circumstance* have combined to 
give the iumliertnen a setback, though it 
ha* not affected any c»f the other indus¬ 
tries. 

"Through the Territories ami Western 
Manitoba 1 wa* pleased to see the pro¬ 
gress which the farmers are making in 
their seeding ami work generally. In 
many localities seeding i* well advanced 
and the laud appear* to hi* in excellent 
shape. Many of the new settler* are
